ble. We confefs, therefore, much as there is to be learn- 
ed from Kemble, we fhould. rather with Mr Johniton 
to afcend’to|the pure fountain of Shakefpeare for infpi- 
ration, and to exprefs the paflions of the charaéter 
from natural feeling and good fenfe, rather than from 
authority. Let him thew lefs of the player—let him. 
lay afide his ftarts and rapid motions of the eye—let 
him fix his imagination on Hamlet rather than on 
Kemble, and we venture to prophecy that he will foon 
have no rival in the bufkin. 

Such a Hamlet, and fuch an Ophelia, yield an en- 
tertainment highly acceptable to the lovers of our im- 
mortal bard.
